Let no unlettered rustio win derision
to himsell' by oalling this great thorough-
fare Bowery Street, for it is “The Bow-
ery," and nothing more,  In the good
old days when the momory of Hendrick
Hudsou and due reverence for “‘their
High Mightinesses" of Amsterdam had
not yet departed from Man-a-ahatta,
stout-headed and hardheaded old Gover-
nor Peter Stuyvesant had his Bouwerie,
or country seat, out this way, and the
highway thereto, out of proper respect,
derived its imperishable name therefrom.
[n some of the earlier maps.to be surs,
prepared by presumptuous Yankees or
usurping Englishmen,the (iovernor's drive
is degraded to ‘the high-rond to Boston,’
us il New Yorkers oared what setilcMents
bordered on their highway after it had
departed from the incomparable island,
In the maps of 1760 & better spirit is
manifestad by the superseription “Bowery
Lane ;" and in 1806 it was noted as the
‘Bowery Itoad,' conneeting near what is
now Union Square with the ‘Boomingdale
Rond,' and continuing its career higher
up as the ‘road to Boston," On most of
the Iattor maps there is no attempt to add
uscless appendages to the simple and suf-
ficient cognomen,

In those ancient and exvellent days of
pastoral simplicity,on the left,as you went
north from Chatham Square, lay the os-
tate of the D¢ Lanceys, and above them
the broud lands of Dyckman and Bre-
voort, while on the right tho old records

ive us the historie nsmes of Hutgers,
ayard, Minthrone, Van Cortland, and
others; and beyond and exceeding these
were the Bouwerie and other possessions
of the Btuyvesants, who have loft more

-| traces of their ownership and occupancy

than ull the others put together—partly
because the family yet retain much of the
property, but more becsuse of the bad
temper of the old Governor, and the pre-
posterously long life of the ‘Stuyvesant
pear-troe,” at the corner of Thirteenth
Street.
